ficient competitively. 

The small, inefficient farmer 
can’t compete cost-wise with the 
mechanized agriculturist with 
capital. It costs substantial 
money to employ heavy fertiliza- 
tion for added production, to 
grade, market the crops, and 
make the necessary capital in- 
vestments. 

Senator John Sparkman’s com- 
mittee discovered what should 
be no surprise at all, namely, 
that the large corporations make 
a higher percentage of dollar 
profit than do smaller enter- 
prises. Their second finding, 
that the rate of small-businéss 
bankruptcies was the highest 
since depression years, follows 
naturally out of the first. The 
large manufacturer—or the 
chains of super markets can, 
from the purchase of raw ma- 
terials to the marketing of the 
finished product, do a more effi- 
cient, mass-produced job than 
can the smaller unit. 

None of this—the erosion of ‘the 
small farmer’ and ‘‘the small 
businessman’ —niakes anyone 
happy. Our tradition for more 
than a century glorified their 
value to the nation, 


Process 

But the process ‘which is so 
evident today has been in motion 
for a long time. Costs keep mount- 
ing in every enterprise. The genius 
of the American system is mass 
production — the moving of the 
vast supplies of consumer goods 
into the hands. of the growing | 
populations. This became true on 
the farms. This had to be done 
with greater and greater effici- 
ency so as to keep costs down, 
the better to maintain a mass 
market. 

As economist Drucker said, 
“The central problem is not 
whether we want Big Busihess, 
but what we want of it.’’ 

It is not a happy story—but 
it is the inevitable one of the 
industrial revolution, and increas- 
ing populations.

The General Assembly squares away 
today for its second week after a recess 
at home during which its members must 


have talked with many of their con- 

stituents. | 
These constituents probably received 

their state tax bills last week and a 


lot of them have been paying their in- 
treased auto tag and drivers’ license fees. 
No doubt many of them have been think- 
ing a lot about economy in government. 
' In all probability,during the current 
week the House and Senate will begin 
consideration of a number of bills grow- 
ing out of the Legislative Economy Com- 
mittee’s recommendations. The commit- 
tee did an excellent job. Some of its rec- 
emmendations may prove impossible to 
enact because of practical political and 
dther considerations but many more of 
them are practical and if put into effect 
will save millions. 

’ Not in three decades has the Assembly 
had a greater opportunity to streamline 
the state government and to put into 
effect real economies which the added 
tax bills make mandatory. It is time to 
end some of the costly indulgences and 
surely the taxpayers, now beginning to 
feel the tax increases voted last year, 
would applaud their demise. 

Recommendations to tighten purchas- 
ing methods, to improve the structure and 
operation of the highway department, to 
effect economies in school administration 
—especially in  transportation—and to 
consolidate or eliminate useless services 
are sensible and practical. 

The governor and the assembly have 
promised no new taxes this year. But un- 
less economies are effected, Georgians 
will be faced within a short time with 
curtailment of services or another tax 
increase. 

Georgia government is now a $300,- 
000,000-a-year business and is growing 
bigger. A permanent economy committee 
and the closest supervision possible by 
the Legislature itself is justified and 
necessary. 

The General Assembly has a great 
opportunity now, backed by recommenda- 
tions of its own members, to insure a 
more efficient and economic state gov- 
ernment operation. That could be the 
greatest achievement of this session of 
the Legislature if its members so desired.

Sen. George Opposes 


‘Planless’ Aid Program 


Sen. Walter F. George, Democratic for- 
eign policy leader and chairman of the 
Senate’s Foreign Relations Committee, 
has had his bipartisan meeting with Sec- 
retary of State Dulles. 

The senator strongly dissents with the 
administration for long-term foreign aid 
commitments. The State Department 
plans call for an authorization of $4,900,- 
000.000 for the fiscal year beginning July 
1. This is an increase of about 2 billion 
dollars more than this year. 

The administration proposes td use 
this over a long period to “replenish 
the foreign aid pipeline” and to counter 
the Russians’ Huge economic aid program 
in Asia. The Russian challenge must be 
met but how is the big question. 

The administration weakness is what 
it has been all along. It has no plan or 
program, The Russians are in a much 
more advantageous pasition. They can 
and do use barter and thus are able to 
provide aid at less monetary cost. 

But Sen. George is on sound ground 
when he opposes the long-range program. 
He says, with truth, that it must be some- 
thing more than a “Come-and-Get-It” 
plan. There already is considerable oppo- 
sition to the ineffective planning and Use 
of foreign aid by Mr. Dulles. 

The senator also points out that the 
request for. long-term aid will severely 
damage the bipartisan foreign policy ap- 
proach. It is an election year and reac- 
tionary elements are in full cry against 
foreign aid. The budget message today 
will stir them to further activity. No 
candidate can afford to support the pro- 
posed increase until the administration 
spells it out. 

There must be a program of aid. This 
the administration has not supplied. For- 
eign relations are deteriorating. 

Sen. George urges a program to meet 
the need. He does not believe Russia ean 
afford much except for barter deals, which 
have been effective. But he is right in 
his warning. The nation will not endorse 
a planless giveaway program.

That’s the opinion of Robert B. Hotz, 
editor of Aviation Week, authoritative 
publication in the field of aeronautics. 
Addressing the Lockheed Management 
Club last week, Mr. Hotz left his audi- 
ence with a warning and a challenge. 

Briefly Mr. Hotz is not at all sure 
that this country is aware that the phe- 
nomenal progress of Russian aviation 
poses the danger that the United States 
will be reduced to second place in air 
power in the not too distant future. In 
fact, he warns that they are probably 
ahead of us already in the field of guided 
missile development. | 

He charged that American people have 
been misled about the quality, quantity 
and performance of Russian jet aircraft. 
He pointed out that they are developing 
jet fighters comparable to ours, medium 
and long-range bombers in quantities and 
pilots and crews to fly them. 

Improvements in the last few years 
have enabled the United States to main- 
tain a margin of superiority but Mr. Hotz 
declared this superiority is diminishing 
and our rate of progress is exceeded by 
the Soviets. We must accelerate and ex- 
pand research, development and produc- 
tion efforts if we are to stay ahead. 

He warned that the Communists are 
ahead of us in guided missile development 
and in training technicians and engineers 
needed to stay ahead in the air-atomic 
race. 

Our survival as a free nation depends 
on staying ahead of the Russians in this 
race. They have rejected workable disar- 
mament so our only alternative is to 
achieve and’ keep superiority in the air 
and in atomic weapons,

I call to your attention the in- 
stance which happened less than 
a year ago. One of the best patrol- 
men ever to serve in Georgia was 
relieved of his position here, \be- 
cause of a really childish exhibi- 
tion of a public official showing 
his authority when he, himself, was 
arrested for a flagrant violation of 
laws. So long as public officials 
exempt themselves from the laws, 
so long as the patrol can en- 
force the law only upon the run- 
of-the-mill citizen; just so long 
will these unnecessary deaths take 
place. 

Sgt. H. W. Beckham was effici- 
ent. He was a good law enforce- 
ment officer. State records verify 
this. Sgt. Beckham made the mis- 
take of arresting someone who was 
influential in Atlanta political cir- 
cles. On the spot he was informed 
that he would pay for this act 
with his job. Two weeks later he 
was released from his position. 


Sgt. Beckham was so. well 
thought of that local papers 
praised him at length. The At- 


lant& Constitution had a long edi- 
torial concerning his effective 
service in Crisp County. This case 
was close to home. There are 
many like it. 

The patrolman who can arrest 
only those who cannot retaliate 


in such a manner {is working with 
his hands tied. 
Let’s make the laws apply to 
every one who drives.

Reflect Credit Upon State 


Less than a score of years ago Georgia was the target of wide- 
spread criticism for its obsolete, mismanaged prison system. 

Brutality was commonplace. Because of various forms of official 
corruption and general public lethargy, prisoners were underfed, ill- 


housed and otherwise mistreated. 

There was practically no re- 
habilitation program. 

Nationwide notoriety ac- 
corded Georgia's penal system in 
the thirties when the governor of 
New Jersey refused to permit ex- 
tradition of Robert Burns who had 
escaped from a chain gang where 
he claimed he was brutally 
treated. 

An aroused public opinion began 
stirring up official action. The 
chain gang was abolished, a re- 
habilitation program was estab 
lished and prison facilities were 
modernized. 

Prison surroundings now are’ a 
far cry from the old days. Prison- 
ers aren't coddled but they are 
treated with dignity and given 
every opportunity to find the road 
back.

When Alfred Lord Tennyson learned of the death of his closest 
friend, Arthur Hallam, the poet felt great despair. But out of his 


despair he 
mortal poem, ‘‘In Memoriam.” 

One of the finest lines from that 
poem is: ‘The mighty hopes that 
make us men.”’ Hopes do make us 
men, 

For a clearer understanding of 
hope, let’s read what the Bible 
says about it. Where do we get 
hope? “Why art thou cast down, 
O my soul? and why art thou dis- 
quieted within me? hope thou in 
God"”’ (Psalm 43:5). “‘Thou art my 
hope, O Lord God’ (Psalm 71:9). 
The beginning of hope is belief in 
God—with a God like our God no 
person or no situation is hopeless. 
God can redeem every person, He 
can change every situation. 


The reason multitudes of people 
find life to be.a painful drudgery 
is because they lack hope. The 
Bible says, ‘“‘Happy is he that hath 
the God of Jacob for his help, 
whose hope is in the Lord of his 
God (Psalm 146:5). Also, ‘‘Hope 
deferred maketh the heart sick’ 
( verbs 13:12). Hope is the best 
medicine both for the soul and for 
the body that one can take. 

We can become so conscious of 
our limitations, of our mistakes 
and failures that we actually come 
to believe we are inferior persons. 
In the presence of others we feel 


. insignificant and humiliated. But 


the Bible says; ‘‘Hope maketh not 
ashamed” (Romans 5:2). That is 
because when we possess hope, in-

Hope gives stability and strength 
to a life. When the storms and up- 
setting experiences come along, 
hope holds one steady. The Bible 
says, ‘‘Which hope we have as an 
anchor of the soul, both sure and 
steadfast’’ (Hebrews 6:19). 

Even in the face of death, hope 
is not afraid because, as the Bible 
says, ‘“The righteous hath hope in 
his death’’ (Proverbs 14:32). You 
see, hope is not limited to this 
world alone. C, S. Lewis has well 
said, ‘‘A continual looking forward 
to the eternal world is not a form 
of escapism or wishful thinking, 
but one of the things a Christian is 
meant to do.”’

The FACTS on

A handful of utilities, led by big East- 
ern interests, advocate singling out the 
nation’s 8,000 competing natural gas 
producers for utility-type controls 
such as are imposed on producers of no 
other fuel—and, in fact, of no other 
commodity. 


© They imply that producers’ prices 
are a major factor in determining 
the size of the household gas bill. 


The FACT ig that the producers get 
only about 10 per cent of the average 
U. S. household bill for natural gas 
service—a mere 2 cents per day per 
customer. (The Brooklyn, N. Y., com- 
pany, headed by the chairman of the 
utility group advocating controls on 
producers, charges the average house- 
hold consumer $2.22 per Mcf for nat- 
ural gas. ‘The producer gets an average 
of 8¢ per Mcf for the same gas.)

prices are controlled, each house- 
hold customer will pay from $20 to 
$30 more per year—an increase of 
up to $800,000,000. 


The FACT is that until June, 1954, 
producers’ prices were never con- 
trolled, and yet ALL natural gas sold 
to ALL household consumers in the 
country never brought producers even 
one-fourth that much in a year. Pro- 
ducers never received as much as a 
total of $8 of the average annual 
household bill. 

Moreover, most of the producers’ 
existing gas reserves are already dedi- 
cated to consumers at rates bargained 
for, agreed upon and nailed down for 
many years to come by long-term con- 
tracts with pipelines. 


e They say that there’s not real com- 
petition in natural gas production. 


The FACT is that there are more 
than 8,000 independent producers.

There has been considerable mis- 
understanding—much of it spread 
deliberately—as to just what the 
Harris Bill does.

The 743 LARGEST producers supply 
only 80 per cent of the nation’s natural 
gas, according to the U.S. Bureau of 
Mines. 


e They say that regulation of nat- 
ural gas producers will not affect 
exploration for or discovery of gas. 


The FACTS are that controls were 
imposed on producers in 1954. In 1955, 
exploratory gas well completions DE- 
CLINED nearly 16 per cent, even

COLUMBUS, Jan. 15—To tell the truth, we should 
have been paying attention to the master of ceremonies. 
But it was in the very earliest stage of the banquet 
officially marrying off the Columbus Foxes to the Balti- 
more Orioles and the emcee, Eddie Glennon himself, wag 
just warming up the audience. 

I almost forget how it came up, but what caught my eaves- 
dropping ear was something Louis Klopsche Finney of Buffalo, 
Ala., the Philadelphia A’s, the Boston Red Sox, the St. Louls 

- Browns and the Philadelphia Phillies 
said. 

“If Bob Johnson had been wear- 
ing a Yankee uniform,’’ Lou said, 
‘he'd have been as great as Joe 
DiMagzgio.”’ 

Skeeter Newsome, the new man- 
acer of the Foxes, put down his fork 


hurriedly and said, “That's right. 
Johnson just happened to be with 
some bad ball clubs in Philadelphia. 


With a great team like the Yankees 
and that New York press going for 
him, he’d have been as great as 
DiMaggio, maybe greater.” 

In the first place, you've got 
to identify Bob Johnson for the 
latter-day baseball students. He 
was a stout Cherokee Indian who 
played the outfield for the Athletics 
from 1933 to 1943.

In a talk on ‘‘Flowers of the 
sea’ the other day at the At- 
lanta Woman’s Club, Mrs. Ver- 
mont gave some _ interesting 
data on this subject which lured 
many club members and visi- 
tors. 

NEAR FORT MYERS 


“One of the largest sea gar- 
dens is off the coast of Florida 
near Fort Myers. At this. spot 
many natives, visitors and hob- 
byists go shelling and _ find 
Inany rare and _ interesting 
pieces. Shelling is one of the 
oldest hobbies,’’ she said. 

Two beaches near Fort Myers 
were chosen by Mrs. Vermont 
as the subject for her talk. 

The two narrow sandy strips 
are named Sanibel and Captiva. 

According to Mrs. Vermont, 
Sanibel was first called Santa 
Bella and was named for Queen 
Isabella of Spain. The name, 
shortened, is now Sanibel. The 


. 
other island is said to have 
been where the pirate chief 
Jose Gaspara carried his cap- 
tive women. 

“Shells on these beaches are 
not colored,”’ said Mrs. Ver- 
mont. “Climbing shells of the 
Florida Keys are very colorful 
and are found in low trees and 
in shrubbery,’’ she continued. 
*“‘Many shells have names such 
as Venus and Neptune. There 
are pear, fig and olive shells. 
The tulip shell is a menace’ to 
the oyster beds.”’ 

The pectin shelr is round and 
colorful, while one of the rare 
ones is called the lemon, accord- 
ing to the Atlantan.

| Stroke Disables 


‘HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. THEODORE VAN DELLEN 


More Than Cancer 


Anyone who discovers a suc- 
cessful treatment for stroke de- 
serves as much credit as the 
scientist who finds a cure for 
cancer. Apoplexy is more preva- 
lent; there are 1,800,000 suffers 
in contrast to 700,000 cancer vic- 
tims. Furthermore, the apoplec- 
tic is robbed of his independence 
and productivity and needs one 
to four individuals to care for 
him. 

Obstruction and rupture of 
blood vessels are the most com- 
mon causes of stroke. The af- 
fected portion of the brain ceases 
to function and the individual be- 
comes paralyzed or is unable to 
talk coherently, chew, focus, or 
understand what others are say- 
ing. 

How serious this state is and 
how long it lasts will depend on 
various factors. 

Little strokes usually mean in- 
volvement of a small vessel. In 
many instances there is tempo- 
rary spasm leading to slight 
numbness, weakness, and diffi- 


In a recent issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical Assn., 
a New York group reported: 

‘“‘Cortisone appeared to convert 
the discouraged, apathetic, or be- 
wildered hemiplegic (paralyzed 
on one side) to a co-operative, 
hopeful, even mildly euphoric pa- 
tient overnight.” The frequency 
of prompt and striking relief of 
neurological symptoms must be 
regarded as more than coinci- 
dence. 


These authorities found that 
cortisone ‘‘accomplished in one 
day what ordinarily might take 
several weeks with conservative 
treatment.”’ 

The hormone was given to 35 
patients, and there was marked 
improvement in 21. The best re- 
sults were obtained in the somno- 
lent, stuporous, and mentally de- 
pressed. 

Many of those who were helped 
had mild residual symptoms. The 
handgrip, for example, was not 
as strong as before and some 
were left with weakness of the 
muscles of foot and face. Minor 
difficulties in speech and swal- 
lowing also were noted.

culty in speech. 

The episode lasts a few mo- 
ments or several days and spon- 
taneous recovery is to be ex- 
pected. But when a larger ves- 
sel is the site of trouble, dam- 
age is more extensive. 

The patient generally becomes 
paralyzed and goes into coma. 
Recovery may take place in this 
group although the chances are 
not as good as in minor stroke 
sufferers. Much depends upon 
whether swelling in the vicinity 
of the damaged brain tissues sub- 
sides and circulation to the af- 
fected area returns. 

Medical research has  pro- 
duced several new remedies that 
have improved the outlook. Corti- 
sone is the most promising and 
many dramatic recoveries have 
been reported when the harmone 
was administered within 48 hours 
of the acute attack.
